Gill s/o Samuel was marr. to Mary Milam in Pontotoc Miss 9-7-1858 I don't know when Susan 
died but on the 1870 Lee co. Miss census she was living in the house with John W. McWhorter 
and her daughter Rebecca and was 70 yrs old. 
I would like to clarify the record of Charles E. Gill. As you can see from the probate record he 
was the first born son of Samuel C. Gill and Susan Ewing. I don't know who is being referred to 
as Charles E. Gill Jr. There are some confusing names in this family, because of the repetition of 
names, such as Samuel C. Gill had a son named Wm. M. and Charles E. named his first sor Wm. 
M. this has caused me many headaches, when reading records. The only way I have been able to 
keep them straight, is by age, and wife's name. Wm. M. s/o Samuel C. married Sally J. Lilley and 
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Wm. M. s/o Charles E. married Ella Poole. One more point of interest, Samuel C. Jr. s/o Samuel 
C. Sr. married the sister of Ella Poole, Emma C. Poole, I have much more info on these people if 
anyone has any specific questions.

McGAUGHEY, WILLIAM L.(1837-1912). William L. McGaughey, soldier, legislator, and 
commissioner of the General Land Office, was born on February 26, 1837, in Lawrence 


County, Alabama. After graduating from La Grange (Alabama) Military College, he 
worked in the law office of the former governor of Alabama, D. P. Lewis. With the onset of 
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the Civil War in 1861, McGaughey enlisted as a private of Company H in the Sixteenth 
Alabama Infantry of the Confederate Army. He saw action at Shiloh, where he suffered a 
head wound. He was shot in the side at Murfreesboro, and a wound to his right heel at 
Chickamauga ended his career as an infantryman. Subsequently, he served as an adjutant 
for the general and staff corps in the Fifth Alabama Cavalry until the end of the war. On 
December 20, 1865, McGaughey married Aurie A. Robbins. They had two sons. His sons 
both worked for the state of Texas. In 1869 McGaughey moved his family to Texas and 
taught school in Van Zandt County. After three years he moved to Hood County. Between 
1880 and 1905 he raised cattle and acquired four tracts of land in Hood County. In 1902 his 
land was valued at $4,600, and he had 400 cattle worth $2,800. McGaughey was elected to 
the Texas House of Representatives of the Nineteenth Legislature, 1885, to represent the 
Fortieth District, which consisted of Hood, Erath, Bosque, and Somervell counties. He was 
reelected in 1887 and 1889 to serve in the Twentieth and Twenty-first legislatures. In 1890 
the Democratic state convention nominated him for commissioner of the General Land 
Office, and he easily won. He served in this position from 1890 to 1894. Through his efforts 
in support of farmers, McGaughey provoked opposition from supporters of 
industrialization. His foes brought charges of incompetence against him, and he was 
impeached, tried, and acquitted on May 5, 1893. He resumed the duties of his office. In 1897 
he returned to the Texas House of Representatives to serve in the Twenty-fifth Legislature, 
once again representing the Fortieth District. In the House he was the chairman of the 
Committee on Education. He also served on the Constitution, Lands and Land Office, and 
Rules committees. McGaughey was a Cumberland Presbyterian, a Mason, and a member of 
the Farmers' Alliance. He died on March 28, 1912, in Tolar and was buried in the family 
plot in Granbury.
